The  Academy  is  also  on  the  accredited  list  of  Senior 
High  Schools.  Students  finishing  the  Academy 
course,  may,  without  further  examination,  enter 
the  State  University,  and  other  colleges. 
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EXTEND  YOUR  CERTIFICATE 

Credits  earned  at  the  Summer  School  will  be 
recognized  by  the  State  at  face  value.  State  Supt. 
T.  H.  Harris,  assures  us  that  the  Department  of 
Education  will  accept  any  credits  given  by  Centenary 
Summer  School  and  same  will  be  used  to  extend 
teachers'  certificates  one  year  or  raise  grades 
made  on  examination  for  certificates. 

HOW  MANY  CREDITS? 

IN  EACH  High  School  subject  there  will  be  two 
recitations  a  day.  The  nine  weeks  are  in  this 
manner,  equal  to  eighteen  regular  weeks  with 
only  one  lesson  a  day.  Hence,  the  credit  is  equal  to 
a  regular  semester  or  half  year  of  two  subjects, 
recited  twice  each  day.  This  would  entitle  the 
student  to  a  half  years  credit. 

In  the  College,  the  classes  will  recite  six  days  each 
weeks  to  make  the  nine  weeks  equal  a  regular  12 
week  term.  The  student  should  earn  from  12  to  15
